THE  CHAIRMAN'S  REPORT 

The  first  annual  report  of  the  Boston  College  Alumni  Fund  is  a  pleasant 
one  to  make.  We  have  made  a  start  towards  a  high  goal  that  some  day  shall 
be  achieved.  The  Fund  Council  is  a  part  of  our  Alumni  Association  and  is 
made  up  of  men  whose  responsibility  is  the  development  of  generous  annual 
giving  to  our  Alma  Mater.  These  men  are  loyal  graduates  of  B.C.  who  be- 
lieve that  in  past  years  we  have  been  a  little  too  apologetic  in  asking  B.C. 
men  to  give  to  Alma  Mater  each  year. 

Every  College  today  in  order  to  fulfill  their  duties  as  moulders  of  our 
youth,  to  improve  faculties,  to  enlarge  campus  facilities,  to  move  forward  in 
the  social  and  educational  life  of  America,  must  have  a  strong  loyal  Alumni  who 
accept  as  their  yearly  duty  the  privilege  of  giving  generously  to  an  Alumni 
Fund. 

A  strong  growing  college  protects  the  credentials  of  all  graduates.  It 
therefore  becomes  absolutely  essential  for  all  graduates  to  support  the  Annual 
Fund  Campaigns. 

We  have  had  annual  drives  in  past  years — so  called  Loyalty  Funds,  but 
they  have  never  tried  to  encompass  all  the  Alumni.  We  have  accepted  too 
easily  the  fact  that  Boston  College  stands  on  the  Heights  but  have  looked  in- 
differently to-her  financial  needs. 

This  year  we  have  reached  a  high  figure  in  our  fund  history.,  but  com- 
pared to  other  schools  we  still  stand  as  small  in  relation  to  the  percentage  of 
graduates  giving  and  in  the  amounts  contributed. 

It  is  small,  but  is  a  definite  step  forward.  The  Fund  Council  will  operate 
in  '53  hoping  to  have  a  similar  increase  in  both  divisions  so  that  in  '54  we  can 
be  sure  that  a  growth  pattern  is  definitely  established. 

I  wish  to  express  my  gratitude  to  each  and  every  class  agent  who  so 
willingly  served,  and  earnestly  hope  that  you  will  keep  your  interest  and  de- 
velop more  fund  activity  in  your  various  classes  this  year. 

The  Executive  Council  is  also  deserving  of  great  appreciation  for  the 
many  hours  they  gave  in  supervisory  work.  All  were  willing  volunteers  and 
have  done  a  tremendous  service  to  Alma  Mater. 

The  Metropolitan  Chairman,  John  Mahoney,  was  extremely  active  in 
contacting  and  stimulating  all  Supervisors  to  increase  their  class  participation 
and  total  contribution.  Regional  Chairman  Dan  Cronin  '34  and  Tom  Cud- 
more  '40  had  serious  problems  facing  them  in  organizing  new  segments  of 
Alumni  giving  and  '53  will  see  results  from  their  planning. 

Finally  it  would  be  difficult  to  say  enough  of  the  loyal  and  efficient  man- 
agement of  the  Funds  Affairs  by  the  Alumni  Secretary  Bill  Flynn.  Bill  and 
his  office  staff  have  been  the  key  to  all  the  plans  of  the  campaign  year. 

This  year  we  hae  raised  $541,873.32 — 2992  men  have  taken  part.  To 
Father  Rector,  we  promise  a  greater  drive  for  1953  and  hope  to  prove  to  him 
then  that  B.C.  men  have  begun  to  put  into  action  some  of  the  dreams  we  had 
as  devoted  sons  of  Boston  College. 

He  then  can  proceed  with  the  many  plans  already  formed  for  the  physical 
plant  at  the  Heights.  He  will  know  that  the  Alumni  15,000  strong  all  will 
stand  behind  him  and  Hail  Alma  Mater  with  their  financial  support.

From  Our  80th  To  Our  90th  Anniversary 


Ten  years  ago,  on  our  eightieth  anniversary,  there 
were  2,688  students  enrolled  in  the  six  schools  of  Boston 
College,  2,195  men  and  493  women.  At  our  June  Com- 
mencement in  1942,  Boston  College  awarded  499  degrees 
to  graduates  of  our  six  schools.  There  were  198  members 
on  our  faculty,  Jesuit  and  lay. 

As  we  enter  our  ninetieth  year,  the  Fall  enrollment 
of  our  eight  schools  and  colleges  was  6,013,  4,264  men 
and  1,749  women.  Only  10%  of  our  students  at  the  pres- 
ent time  are  veterans.  There  were  1859  students  in  our 
total  entering  class  of  all  schools  in  September.  At  our 
last  Commencement,  1,405  degrees  were  awarded  to  grad- 
uates of  our  eight  schools.  Our  total  faculty  at  the  pres- 
ent time  numbers  349  men  and  31  women.  The  total  en- 
rollment of  the  University,  including  Summer  Session  and 
the  Institute  of  Adult  Education,  is  7,519. 

The  ten  years  have  doubled  the  faculty  and  the  stu- 
dent body  of  the  College.  They  have  more  than  doubled 
our  physical  plant  and  property,  as  indicated  by  the  pic- 
tures in  this  issue  of  the  Alumni  News.  Our  present  en- 
rollment represents  one-twelfth  of  the  total  number  of 
students  in  the  twenty-seven  Jesuit  Colleges  and  Uni- 
versities of  the  United  States. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  1,313  students,  22%  of 
our  fall  enrollment,  are  at  present  receiving  $241,983  in 
student  aid  from  Boston  College,  in  the  form  of  grants, 
aids,  and  scholarships.  That  is  in  addition  to  the  107  stu- 
dents who  have  been  granted  loans  from  the  Student  Loan 
Fund  of  $20,000  and  the  more  than  50  students  who  are 
receiving  $27,000  for  work  done  in  part-time  employment 
at  the  College.  It  is  also  in  addition  to  grants  and  awards 
to  our  students  from  other  sources,  as  in  the  case  of  the 
School  of  Social  Work  where  38  of  the  students  are  re- 
ceiving more  than  $39,000  this  year  in  grants  and  as- 
sistance. Thus,  while  more  than  a  quarter  of  our  student 
enrollment  is  receiving  financial  assistance  from  Boston 
College,  our  funded  endowment  is  less  than  one  and  a 
half  million  dollars. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year,  our  total  operating  ex- 
penses approached  three  and  a  quarter  million  dollars. 
The  total  income  from  student  tuition  and  fees  was 
slightly  more  than  one  million  nine  hundred  thousand 
dollars  and  covered  but  61%  of  our  operating  expenses. 
Tn  fact,  the  combined  total  of  tuition  and  fees  simply  met 


the  annual  payroll  of  the  College,  salaries  and  wages  of 
our  lay  faculty  and  employees.  If  our  Jesuit  faculty  had 
been  salaried  in  accordance  with  their  rank  and  tenure, 
our  payroll  would  have  been  increased  by  more  than  a 
half  million  dollars.  That  is  one  measure  of  the  living  en- 
dowment we  have  at  Boston  College  in  our  Jesuit  faculty. 

Since  our  eightieth  anniversary  our  building  program 
has  provided  for  the  College  of  Business  Administration, 
a  power  plant  and  maintenance  building,  a  new  cafeteria 
and  classroom  building  in  Lyons  Hall,  in  addition  to  the 
purchase  at  Newbury  Street  for  our  Intown  schools. 
Devlin  Hall,  our  Science  Building,  has  been  considerably 
remodeled  to  provide  double  the  laboratory  and  research 
space  for  the  natural  sciences.  Our  library  facilities  have 
been  considerably  expanded  and,  at  the  present  time,  the 
total  number  of  bound  volumes  in  our  central  library  and 
twelve  specialized  libraries  is  over  414,000. 

In  the  past  decade  the  average  annual  salary  of  our 
faculty  members  has  almost  doubled.  The  College  has 
also  provided  a  faculty  security  program  of  rank,  tenure, 
salary  increment,  insurance,  and  retirement  annuity,  in 
addition  to  joining  in  the  federal  program  of  social  secur- 
ity benefits  for  our  faculty  and  employees. 

In  the  decade  ahead,  as  we  approach  our  Centenary, 
the  promise  and  the  problem  is  that  facing  all  private,  in- 
dependent, liberal  arts  colleges,  increased  need  and  in- 
creased costs  for  we  have  immediate  need  to  provide 
buildings  for  our  Law  School  and  for  our  new  School  of 
Education.  The  gift  of  the  Kenny  Trust  Fund  will  be  of 
great  assistance  in  the  continuation  of  our  building  pro- 
gram. There  are  the  continuing  problems  of  mounting 
costs  of  instruction,  maintenance,  and  operation,  apart 
from  the  need  of  increased  facilities,  that  add  to  the  cost 
of  programs  of  student  aid  and  scholarship  assistance 
that  have  been  ours  for  now  almost  a  century. 

In  the  past  we  have  depended  largely  upon  the  as- 
sistance and  gifts  of  devoted  alumni  and  friends  of  Bos- 
ton College.  They  have  contributed  generously  to  make 
the  College  and  its  achievements  possible,  as  witness  the 
private  gifts  of  over  seventy-five  thousand  dollars  in  the 
past  year.  In  the  years  ahead  our  Alumni  and  the  Alumni 
Fund  are  our  greatest  promise  of  assistance  and  success.

John  Burns  is  an  ideal  example  of  the  benefits  of  a 
Jesuit  liberal  education.  A  graduate  of  B.  C.  High  and 
Boston  College,  he  carried  that  background  with  marked 
distinction  through  undergraduate  and  graduate  courses 
at  Harvard  Law  School,  from  which  he  received  degrees 
of  LL.B.  in  192S  and  S.J.D.  in  1926.  Since  that  time  his 
thoughts  and  actions  have  at  all  times  been  animated  by 
the  philosophy  taught  him  at  the  Heights. 

For  two  years  he  practiced  law  in  Boston  with  Gas- 
ton, Snow,  Saltonstall  &  Hunt,  and  in  1928  he  returned 
to  Harvard  as  Assistant  Professor  of  Law.  His  assigned 
courses  were  Criminal  Law  and  Insurance,  but  he  had 
the  signal  honor  of  taking  over  Dean  Pound's  graduate 
course  in  Jurisprudence  during  the  Dean's  extended  ab- 
sence in  Washington.  In  1931  he  was  appointed  a  full 
Professor  of  Law,  but  before  he  could  assume  the  post 
he  was  designated  an  Associate  Justice  of  the  Superior 
Court  of  Massachusetts  by  Governor  Ely.  He  was  only 
twenty-nine  years  old  at  the  time,  the  youngest  appointee 
in  the  long  and  distinguished  history  of  the  Superior 
Court.  While  still  on  the  bench,  he  served  also  as  Chair- 
man of  the  New  England  Regional  Labor  Board,  where 
he  was  notably  successful  in  composing  the  differences  of 
litigants  that  came  before  him. 

After  three  years  of  judicial  service  Judge  Burns  re- 
signed in  1934  to  become  the  first  General  Counsel  of  the 
newly-created  Securities  and  Exchange  Commission,  one 
of  the  first  and  most  respected  of  the  New  Deal  agencies. 
This  position  offered  a  stimulating  challenge,  since  al- 
most every  decision  established  a  precedent  which  would 
continue  to  affect  the  regulation  of  our  highly  sensitive 
financial  markets. 

Since  1937  Judge  Burns  has  been  in  private  practice; 
he  is  now  senior  partner  of  Burns,  Blake  &  Rich  of  Bos- 
ton and  Burns,  Currie,  Rich  &  Rice  of  New  York.  As  a 
good  citizen  he  has  taken  time  off  for  public  services, 
and  has  served  as  Special  Counsel  to  the  United  States 
Maritime  Commission  and  as  an  adviser  to  the  Alien 
Property  Custodian.  For  his  public  services  and  outstand- 
ing reputation  at  the  bar,  he  has  been  awarded  honorary 
degrees  by  Boston  College,  Loyola  University,  St.  John's 
University  and  Holy  Cross  College.  He  is  a  Trustee  of

Children's  Hospital  of  Boston,  a  Director  of  The  United 
Corporation  and  W.  R.  Grace  &  Co.,  and  a  Trustee  of 
Eastern  Gas  &  Fuel  Associates. 

Although  his  professional  activities  have  required  him 
to  spend  considerable  time  in  Washington  and  in  New 
York,  John  Burns  is  essentially  a  local  resident.  He  was 
born  in  Cambridge  on  May  1,  1901,  and  was  married 
there  on  June  14,  1930  to  the  former  Alice  Blake.  There 
has  never  been  any  question  but  that  his  roots  are  in  and 
around  Boston.  All  seven  of  his  children  have  been  raised 
at  the  family  home  in  Belmont,  though  they  stray  as  far 
as  Cape  Cod  in  the  summer.  The  two  eldest  boys,  Johnny 
and  Danny,  are  undergraduates  at  Boston  College;  Bobby 
is  at  Holy  Cross,  and  Alice  Therese  is  at  Manhattan- 
ville. 

In  his  published  articles  John  Burns  always  returns 
to  his  basic  philosophy.  Thus,  in  his  recent  review  of  Mr. 
Justice  Douglas'  book,  "Being  an  American",  which  ap- 
peared in  34  American  Bar  Association  Journal  815, 
Judge  Burns  made  these  searching  comments: 

"How  far  can  the  state  safely  be  permitted  to  go 
toward  desirable  objectives?  Where  can  society  find 
a  source  of  discipline  that  does  not  adumbrate  the 
storm  trooper?  One  of  the  puzzling  features  of  mod- 
ern liberalism,  is  its  understandable  hatred  for  power 
in  private  or  corporate  hands  and  its  completely  un- 
critical devotion  to  an  ever-increasing  concentration 
of  power  in  the  hands  of  a  central  government." 

"The  antidote  for  Communism  can  only  be  found 
in  tapping  once  more  the  springs  of  a  strong  religious 
society  from  which  came  the  ethics,  the  morality,  and 
the  simple  virtues  which  made  our  present  greatness 
possible."

Prefect's  Room

The  students  still  sing  "For  Boston,"  but  at  St.  Joseph's 
Hall  and  O'Connell  Hall  the  old  tune  is  sung  with  a  dif- 
ference. Here,  in  the  B.  C.  dormitories,  the  old,  familiar 
words  ring  out  in  the  accents  of  half  a  dozen  tongues, 
occidental  and  oriental — vocal  evidence  of  the  cosmopoli- 
tan character  of  an  expanding  mid-century. 

Each  September,  young  men  appear  from  distant  parts 
of  the  globe  for  incorporation  into  the  B.  C.  dormitory 
system  and,  consequently,  absorption  into  collegiate  life 
on  a  level  of  intimacy  that  is  not  possible  to  the  commuter. 
It  is  in  the  dorms  that  the  Jesuits  can  really  come  to  grips 
with  their  charges.  The  lot  of  the  dorm  student,  there- 
fore, may  or  may  not  be  a  happy  one,  but  it  is  certainly 
a  rigidly  disciplined  one. 

On  a  normal  class-day  he  is  tumbled  out  of  bed  at  7:00 

A.  M.,  surrendered  to  the  classroom  and  intramural  pro- 
gram during  the  morning  and  afternoon,  and  recaptured 
at  7:00  P.M.,  when  he  settles  down  in  his  room  for  the 
evening  study  periods,  7:30-9:00  and  9:45-11:00.  Every 
evening,  a  Jesuit  Prefect  roams  his  Hall,  checking  on  his 
men  and  finally  trundling  them  off  to  bed  at  11 :00  P.M. : 
but,  basically,  the  B.  C.  dormitories  are  self-disciplined. 
The  dorm  student  works  very  hard  at  his  books,  with 
very  little  urging — much  harder,  perhaps,  than  we  did  at 

B.  C.  two  decades  ago.  On  week-ends,  there  are  out- 
permissions  and  opportunity  for  a  degree  of  social  life 
which,  indeed,  is  an  integral  part  of  college  experience. 

In  this  highly  disciplined  atmosphere,  the  Dormitories 
exhibit  a  cheerful  melange  of  nationalities  that  they  could 
well  be  imitated  by  the  world  outside  our  walls.  O'Con- 
nell Hall,  for  instance,  is  a  United  Nations  in  microcosm. 
Foreign  students  are  generally  lodged  with  Americans  to 
facilitate  assimilation  of  the  American  tongue  and  the 
American  mind.  But,  of  course,  a  rule  of  thumb  in  this 
regard  is  impossible. 

Thus,  Adriano  Solis,  from  Cuba,  and  Jose  Falcon,  from 
Puerto  Rica,  room  with  Americans  at  their  own  request; 
while  the  Puerto-Rican  Miranda  brothers  were  separated; 
and  yet  we  thought  it  well  to  preserve  a  Philippine  Room, 
inhabited  by  Santiago  Afable,  Alberto  Lopez  and  the  lat- 
ter's  brother,  the  redoubtable  Benito,  who  can  be  found 
lecturing  to  half  the  freshman  football  team  on  the  com- 
plexities of  Far  East  politics.  We  got  French-speaking 
Jean-Marc  leFlamme,  of  Quebec,  started  on  the  wrong 
foot.  He  came  here  to  learn  English,  and  found  him- 
self assigned  to  a  section  of  the  Hall  where  he  could  hear 
nothing  but  Spanish.  He  was  rescued  by  French-speaking 
Americans  from  Maine,  Pawtucket,  etc. 

Upper  classmen  may  pick  their  own  roommates.  But 
the  close  friendships,  thus  revealed,  follow  no  perceptible 
racial  or  geographical  pattern.  Thus,  in  Room  103  at 
O'Connell,  you  will  find  Chas.  Pelczarski  of  Three  Rivers 
and  Bob  Lawlor  of  Meriden:  in  Room  111,  Denis  Holtz 
of  Baltimore  and  Paul  Tourangeau  of  Westbrook,  Me. 
in  Room  109,  Chas.  Ebert  of  Jamaica,  L.  I.  and  Ray  Fuku- 
tani  of  Yokohama — the  latter  curled  up  in  Japanese 
kimona  and  slippers  over  his  Cosmology  book.  And  there 
are,  of  course,  the  characters  from  Brooklyn,  with  their 
own  language  and  their  quaint  native  customs  which  are 
the  wonderment  of  all  and  sundry. 

There  is  much  to  be  learned:  and  the  complexities  of 
Jesuit  education  are  sometimes  less  baffling  than  the  com- 
plexities of  the  Boston  subway  system  (some  students 
have  quailed  before  it  and  come  home  in  taxis).  But  the 
American  "melting-pot"  is  a  powerful  instrument,  and  it 
is  bubbling  away  as  merrily  and  effectively  in  the  Boston 
College  dormitories  as  anywhere  in  the  nation. 
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Alumni  will  be  particularly  interested  in  changes  and 
improvements  that  concern  library  appointments,  re- 
sources and  service.  So  this  first  article  to  appear  in  the 
Alumni  News  will  be  scarcely  more  than  a  catalog  of  these. 
Since  the  opening  of  the  new  Church  of  St.  Ignatius,  July 
31,  1949,  parochial  activities  are  no  longer  held  in  the 
library  auditorium.  As  a  consequence  the  two  rooms  ad- 
joining the  main  foyer  and  auditorium  are  now  devoted 
to  an  Irish  Library,  including  nearly  every  aspect  of 
Irish  culture — history,  art,  literature  and  music — ranging 
from  reproductions  of  seventh  century  manuscripts  to  pub- 
lications of  the  Cuala  Press.  Besides  the  Irish  Library, 
there  are  in  these  rooms  paintings  and  drawings  by  the 
most  important  contemporary  artists  of  Ireland  and  win- 
dows of  Irish  stained  glass  that  in  the  opinion  of  those  best 
qualified  to  judge  are  unique  among  examples  of  stained 
glass  in  America  for  excellence  of  execution  and  design. 

Many  alumni  will  have  memories  of  three  classrooms 
facing  Commonwealth  Avenue,  now  devoted  to  library  use 
— a  cataloging  room,  a  processing  room,  and  a  periodical 
room  for  publications  formerly  kept  in  the  room  on  the 
right  as  you  enter  Gargan  Hall.  In  this  room,  at  present, 
are  the  public  card-catalog  and  works  of  reference,  with  a 
reference  librarian  in  attendance.  The  corridor  leading 
to  the  converted  classrooms  has  been  made  a  gallery  of 
American  art.  The  seating  capacity  of  Gargan  Hall  has 
recently  been  increased  to  296  with  added  accommodations 
for  nearly  100  in  other  rooms,  making  a  total  of  approx- 
imately 400,  exclusive  of  the  auditorium  with  a  seating 
capacity  of  615,  reserved  for  group  study. 

Besides  changes  that  meet  the  eye,  others  of  greater 
importance  are  known  only  to  those  who  make  use  of  the 
library  .  After  two  years  of  intensive  work,  our  rare  books 
— arranged,  classified  and  cataloged — are  accessible  to 
scholars  in  many  fields  and  preliminary  work  on  our  val- 
uable Jesuitana  is  well  under  way.  During  the  past  three 
years  more  than  2000  titles  in  philosophy  and  religion 
hitherto  inaccessible  except  to  those  with  stack  privileges, 
have  been  cataloged  and  cards  filed  in  the  public  catalog. 

The  James  B.  Connolly  Collection  comprises  a  complete 
set  of  autographed  first  editions,  an  album  of  clippings 
concerning  the  author  and  his  work  and  a  nearly  complete 
list  of  unbound  periodicals  in  which  his  stories  first  ap- 
peared. Among  the  periodicals  is  a  very  rare  set  of  Lime- 
light, a  weekly  of  current  events  (1933-1934),  the  first  14 
issues  of  which  were  edited  by  Mr.  Connolly. 

The  Thomas  Merton  Collection  was  begun  when  the 
author  presented  to  the  library  the  original  typescript  of 
The  Seven  Storey  Mountain,  including  many  unpublished 
passages  and  interesting  corrections  in  the  author's  hand- 
writing. Besides  autographed  first  editions  of  all  his  works 
published  to  date,  included  in  the  collection  are  all  known 
translations — French,  German,  Italian  and  Spanish.  A 
treasured  association  piece,  also  a  gift  from  the  author,  is

his  personal  copy  of  Poetry  and  Prose  of  William  Blake 
to  which  reference  is  made  in  The  Seven  Storey  Mountain. 

The  Coventry  Patmore  and  Meynell  Collections  are 
nearly  complete  and  the  Francis  Thompson  Collection, 
because  of  acquisitions  purchased  two  years  ago  by  the 
Jones  I.  Corrigan  Foundation  from  Wilfred  Meynell's  es- 
tate, is  now  the  most  complete  in  existence,  including 
manuscripts  of  all  but  four  of  the  collected  poems  and 
many  of  uncollected  and  unpublished  poems  and  essays. 
A  complete  catalog  of  the  Thompson  Collection,  sponsored 
by  the  Friends  of  the  Library,  is  now  in  preparation. 

A  guide  to  the  resources  and  services  of  the  library,  en- 
titled Introducing  Your  Library,  published  in  1950,  is  for 
distribution  gratis  to  all  students,  graduate  and  under- 
graduate. More  general  in  scope  is  an  88-page  brochure, 
The  Library,  giving  its  history  and  a  description  supple- 
mented by  17  full-page  half-tones  and  a  colored  frontis- 
piece of  the  windows  of  Irish  stained  glass.  Copies  are 
obtainable  for  a  nominal  charge  of  one  dollar. 

On  the  wall  of  the  main  staircase  is  a  beautifully  ex- 
ecuted bronze  tablet,  first  gift  of  the  Friends  of  the  Li- 
brary, upon  which  is  inscribed  a  prayer  adapted  from  the 
liturgical  Blessing  of  a  Library.  With  it  we  shall  close  in 
the  hope  that  it  may  often  be  repeated  by  our  Alumni  to 
insure  God's  continued  blessing  upon  the  important  work 
still  to  be  done:  O  God,  Master  of  all  Knowledge,  merci- 
fully pour  forth  Thy  blessings  upon  this  Library,  that  it 
may  duly  grow  from  day  to  day  and  that  all  who  come 
here  to  help  or  to  study  may  advance  in  knowledge  of 
things  Divine  and  human  and  grow  in  Thy  love  through 
Christ  Our  Lord.     Amen.

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Brigadier  General  Daniel  J.  Lynch,  S.J. 
Jan.  1,  1879— Nov.  13,  1952 

On  November  13,  1952,  Father  Dan- 
iel J.  Lynch,  S.J.,  died  suddenly  of  a 
heart  attack. 

Father  Lynch  had  been  stationed  at 
the  College  for  thirty-three  years.  He 
came  there,  from  his  Chaplaincy  in 
World  War  I,  in  1919,  and  for  the  next 
eight  years  taught  in  the  Physics  De- 
partment. In  1927,  he  was  appointed 
Treasurer  of  the  College  and  held  that 
post  until  1940,  at  which  time  he  was 
recalled  to  active  army  service.  Be- 
tween World  Wars  I  and  II,  Father 
Lynch  had  been  Chaplain  of  the  26th 
Infantry  Division  and  on  induction  into 
Federal  Service  he  was  appointed  Chief 
Chaplain  of  the  Division  with  the  rank 
of  Lt.  Colonel.  In  1942,  the  heart  ail- 
ment, which  later  caused  death,  forced 
his  retirement  from  active  service.  He 
was  placed  on  the  Retired  List  with  the 
rank  of  Brigadier  General  in  1946. 

Back  at  the  Heights,  Father  Lynch 
recovered  sufficiently  to  continue  his 
work  with  the  Philomatheia  Club,  the 
valuable  Women's  Auxiliary  of  the  Col- 
lege. Father  Lynch  was  the  Spiritual 
Director  of  the  Club  from  1922  to  the 
day  of  his  death;  indeed  it  was  in  the 
Clubhouse  that  the  fatal  heart  attack 
came  upon  him.
